This  marks  the  first  year  the  se¬ 
rial  sorority  has  won  the  Homecom¬ 
ing  award.  Si :ma  Tau  Gamma  fra- 
ternity  captured  the  trophy  in  1948. 

’  its  first  year  of  presentation,  and  the 
Sigma  Sigma,  Sigma  and  the  Cooper - 
'  alive  Independents  tied  last  year 
for  award  honors.  The  Supremacy 
trophy  must  be  won  three  times  be- 
;  fore  an  organization  can  retain  it 
as  its  own. 

Point  System  Is  Used 
Consideration  for  judging  the 
many  organizations  was  based  upon 
a  point  system,  five  points  being 
thc  award  for  a  first  rating,  four 
for  second,  three  for  third,  etc.  There 
were  five  divisions  in  which  organ¬ 
izations  competed  for  points;  these 
were  the  variety  show,  house  decor¬ 
ations.  parade  participation,  alumni 
functions,  and  all  around  participa¬ 
tion  and  spirit. 

Alpha  Sigma  Alpha  collected 
a  total  of  19.5  points:  Coopera¬ 
tive  Independents,  18;  Delta 
Sigma  Epsilon,  14;  Sigma  Sigma 
Sigma,  13;  and  the  PJii  Sigma 
Epsilon,  10.  All  decisions  were 
close,  creating  difficult  judging. 

I  ast  Year  Brought  Tic 
Last  year,  under  the  same  point 
system,  the  Independents  and  the 
Tri  -  Sigs  were  first  with  13 
points  each;  the  Alpha  Phi  Omega 
was  in  close  contention  with  12.5 
points.  Thc  results  of  last  year 
show  that  energy  exerted,  by  all  the 
organizations  allowed  for  a  greater 
distribution  of  points.  Results  of 
1950  indicate  much  initiative  on  the 
part  of  a  few  organizations,  and  less 
energy  on  the  part  of  others  in  com¬ 
petition  for  the  grand  award. 

Alpha  Sigs  collected  live  points 
from  thc  variety  show  presentation, 
four  from  its  house  decorations, 
four  and  one-half  for  parade  parti¬ 
cipation,  one  point  for  an  aluinni 
function,  and  live  points  for  all 
around  participation  and  spirit, 
independents  Remain  iligli 
In  close  contention  the  Coopera¬ 
tive  Independents  were  given  four 
points  for  its  variety  show  skit, 
five  for  its  house  decorations,  two 
for  parade  participation,  one  for  an 
alumni  function,  and  six  for  all 
around  spirit  and  participation. 

Unanimous  agreement  among  the 
judges  was  reached  for  the  only  time 
In  their  first  place  award  to  the  In¬ 
dependents  for  best  house  decora¬ 
tion.. 

Judges  Did  Well 

The  Homecoming  Committee  has 
been  earnest  in  obtaining  judges 
who  were  non-partisan  nnd  unaf- 
f  11  luted  with  the  College  in  any  way, 
and  it  believes  that  thc  1950  Home- 
coming  Judges  did  an  excellent  job. 

Many  renovations,  however,  .have 
been  mentioned  and  w ill  be  actively 
considered  by  the  Homecoming 
Commilloe  of  1951.  One  suggestion 
has  been  a  point  award  to  every 
organization  having  a  skit,  having 
a  float,  and  having  u  house  decor¬ 
ated,  whether  the  Club  does  or  does 
not  win.  Consideration  of  the 
crowded  auditorium  during  the  var¬ 
iety  show  will  also  be  of  major  im¬ 
portance  next  year.

There  has  been  ranch  controversy  over  the 
proficiency  of  the  pep  organizations.  It  is  a  long 
debated  question  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Bar- 
katze  Club  'and  the  Green  and  White  Peppers  on 
this  campus  have  stimulated1  pop  interest  through¬ 
out  the  student  body  or  just  within  their  organi¬ 
zation.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  vei-y  obvious  that 
the  school  spirit  can  be  increased  to  much  great¬ 
er  extent  than  it  is  now;  therefore,  the  question 
does  not  revolve  about  whether  or  not  the  clubs 
are  doing  well,  but  in  what  way  they  ean  be  doing 
better. 

To  arouse  pep  is  to  arouse  emotion,  and  in 
many  instances  there  must  he  a  direct  incitement 
to  accomplish  this.

There  isn’t 
much  difference  between  >a,  mob  riot  and  school 
spi rit  in  a  technical  sense.  If  the  two  organizations 
Would  be  placed  throughout  the  stadium,  encoui’- 
aging  cheering  participation  and  urging  their 
classmates  to  stand,  they  would  undoubtedly 
Mve  a  more  powerful  influence  than  if  they  were 
to  sit  in  one  particular  location,  conspicuously 
showing  their,  minority  of  members  as  compared 
to  the  student  body,  and  unwantingly  receiving 
all  responsibility  for  school  spirit. 

There  are,  of  course,  many  drastic  alterna¬ 
tives;  hut  let’s  not  discard  tradition  until  we  at¬ 
tempt  improvement.  Take  the  theme  of  the  or-  , 
gkriizatious — to  create  and  stimulate  pep  through¬ 
out  the  student  body — and  twist  it  into  many  dif¬ 
ferent  possible  formations  to  see  if  there  isn’t  a 
better  way.  Many  think  there  should  be;  1  think 
there  must  be.

American  Girls  Are  Excellent 

Friends,  Thinks  Costa  Rican 


Girls  are  one  of  the  things  which 
interest  most  a  man  when  he  goes 
to  another  country.  Because  of  the 
fact  that  I  didn’t  know  how  to  speak 
English  when  I  first  came  to  the 
U.  S.,  the  only  thing  I  could  pos¬ 
sibly  know  about  American  girls  was 
what  I  saw  of  them.  Thus  I  real¬ 
ized  that  American  girls  can  be 
considered  among  the  best  looking 
in  the  world  and  that  beauty  is  very 
common  among  them. 

Later  on,  when  I  knew  enough 
English  to  ask  questions,  I  was  very 
much  surprised  to  know  that  Ameri¬ 
can  girls  consider  themselves  as 
having-  the  same  privileges  and 
rights  as  the  boys. 

I  come  from  a  country  in  which 
the  dearest  dream  of  almost  any 
girl  is  to  rear  a  family  and  be  a 
good  housewife.  Girls  would  never 
think  of  going  away  from  home  to 
get  a  job  or  of  "living  intensely"  be¬ 
fore  getting  married.  To  my  won¬ 
der,  I  learned  that  almost  any  high 
school  girl  in  the  U.  S.  does  some 
kind  of  remunerative  work,  and  that 
many  college  girls,  especially  in  the 
summer,  go  away  from  their  homes 
looking  for  a  good  job. 

In  my  country,  the  thing  for  a 
girl  to  do  after  she  finishes  college 
is  to  be  married.  If  she  has  some 
ambition  like  traveling,  then  she 
will  marry  someone  who  has  the 
same  ideas.  But  still,  marriage  is 
first  to  anything  else.  In  the  U.  S. 
most  of  the  girls  look  to  marriage 
as  something  they  would  like,  not 
when  they  get  through  college,  but 
after  they  have  carried  out  many 
other  plans. 

American  girls  have  a  great  sense 
of  independence.  That  is  the  main 
reason,  I  believe,  why  most  of  them 
would  like  to  know  how  to  make  a 
living  of  their  own.  A  girl  feels 
that  if  she  is  able  to  support  her¬ 
self  she  can  have  as  much  authority 
over  her  husband  as  he  has  over  her, 
and  can  send  him  away  anytime.

Service  System  (reported  in  Emer¬ 
gency  Supplement  No.  G9),  the  fol¬ 
lowing  telegram  was  dispatched  by 
General  i-Iershey  to  all  State  Di¬ 
rectors  of  Selective  Service: 

“Please  advise  local  boards  that 
Operations  Bulletin  No.  1  docs 
not  supersede  Section  0(1)2  of  the 
Act  which  provides  for  the  post¬ 
ponement  of  the  induction  of  a 
college  student  who  while  pur¬ 
suing  a  full-time  course  is  ordered 
to  report  for  lhductlon.  A  regis¬ 
trant  may  be  denied  a  deferment 
but  lie  may  not  be  denied  a  post¬ 
ponement  if  lie  is  entitled  there¬ 
to  under  Section  (i(i)2  of  the  Act." 
This  telegram  should  clear  up  the 
confusion  on  the  pnrt  of  Local 
Boards  on  postponement  and  de¬ 
ferment  of  students  who  are  now 
enrolled  in  school.  In  case  n  Local 
Board  refuses  to  postpone  the  in¬ 
duction  of  a  student  now  enrolled 
and  making  satisfactory  progress  in 
a  full-time  course,  institutional  au¬ 
thorities  should  immediately  com¬ 
municate  with  the  Local  Board  and 
request  the  Board  to  contact  the 
State  Director  for  clarification  of 
procedure. 

Postponement  of  induction  to  the 
end  of  the  academic  year  is  based 
solely  upon  actual  enrollment  in 
school  at  the  time  the  call  for  in¬ 
duction  comes  and  satisfactory 
progress  in  the  course.  Rank  in  the 
upper  50  percent  of  the  class  is  not 
a  requirement. 


W.  T.  Garrett's  Pygmy 
Rattler  Causes  Concern 

■People  were  strangely  jumping 
around  the  biology  room  the  other 
day  and  when  the  cause  of  all  the 
excitement  was  revealed  it  seemed 
even  more  strange. 

Why  would  anyone  be  so  wary  at 
what  appeared  to  be  nothing  more 
than  a  harmless  little  snake  which 
was  somewhat  angry  at  being  cooped 
up  on  display  in  a  glass  container? 
However,  when  the  facts  were 
learned  one  could  understand  all  the 
commotion.  The  seemingly  docile 
little  creature  belongs  to  the  rattle¬ 
snake  family  with  whose  ways  every¬ 
one  is  acquainted. 

Although  it  is  only  about  a  foot 
long,  it  is  no  freak;  it  is  actually 
full  grown,  and  its  common  name 
is  Srecker’s  pygmy  rattlesnake, 
named  after  the  man  Srccker  who 
discovered  them.  Technically,  it  be¬ 
longs  to"  the  genus  Sistrurus  and 
species  miliarius — that  should  cinch 
his  acquaintance  with  everyone. 

He  hns  distinct  color  markings, 
dark  spots  with  an  orange  stripe 
down  the  back.  He  is  also  equipped 
with  the  deadly  poison  utensils  and 
some  miniature  rattles  which  give 
a  very  meek  retort. 

The  pygmy  rattler  is  native  to 
south  Missouri.  This  specimen  was 
sent  to  Mr.  William  T  Garrett, 
chairman  of  the  biology  department, 
from  John  H.  Dieterich  of  Ellington 
who  is  a  forester  with  the  state 
conservation  commission.  Mr.  Die¬ 
terich,  a  former  student  at  the  Col¬ 
lege  is  the  son  of  Mr.  H.  R.  Dieter¬ 
ich  and  the  son-in-law  of  Mr.  W. 
T.  Garrett.
